The celery 
crop is not expected to be rea- 
dy for harvesting until the last 
week of October or the first 
of November. 

Early plantings of sweet 
corn, both White and yellow

15. Growers of the Pahokee 
area are expected to be ready 
to ship sweet corn next week 
or shortly thereafter.

Speak With Conviction 


If news reports can be taken at-face value, government 
and industry have enjoyed a relationship during the past year 
ог so that has been widely publicized as a friendly partnership. 
Businessmen generally appear to have had a warm welcome 
in Washington, but now a different story may be developing. 

A late issue of U. S. News & World Report contains a 
feature story which raises the question of whether the end of 
the governments "honeymoon" with business is in sight. It 
quotes from interviews with a number of leading busipess 
and industrial leaders and as might be expected there is ris- 
ing disillusion and concern with government policies relating 
to taxation, inflation and the war in Viet Nam. In the words 
of U. S. News & World Report, “It found widely differing 
opinions, and a desire often not to be quoted if opinions were 
critical.” 

About the only comment that can be made on this is 
that if big government, which is now spending for goods and 
services at the rate of $74 billion a year, has reached the 
point where its influence is so vast that businessmen do not 
wish to be quoted on important matters of public policy, the 
future of freedom under representative government is indeed 
bleak. 

The answer to the problem may be found in the words 
of an economist quoted by U. S. News & World Report: “The 
Partnership theme has been overworked. In the future, indus- 
try will not fight government as much.as it will try to outdo 
it and compete in solution of economic problems. The emphasis 
will be not just on profits, but also on public service. This, 
really, is contemporary capitalism 

Whether we have contemporary capitalism or old-fashio! 
d capitalism, there will always be a need for leaders of busi- 
ness to speak with conviction on important issues. 


Views Of Other Editors 


ST. MARYS, PA. PRESS: "When we attended school 
many years ago we were taught the Republic of United States 
was a government of the people, by the people and for the 
people. Today we are getting further and further away from 
the original meaning . . . Once we lose our small government, 
we might just as well kiss most of our liberties good-bye and 
resign ourselves to the same conditions the people in Russia 
live under. We are getting closer each day with all the agen- 
cies the government is now controlling, such as welfare, social 
security, medicare, etc. And you are paying for it, because it 
is taken from your paycheck before you even see it, let alone 
get your hands on it.” 

PROMOTER: “It’s to the United 
States’ interest to work for a paved highway link to strategi- 
cally-located Alaska, a state with vast untapped economic re- 
sources. A paved highway also will tend to unite us even more 
closely with . . . Canada. Canada also will benefit from a 
paved highway that will help develop the rich resources of her 
western provinces.” 

WYNNE, ARK., PROGRESS: “It takes two persons to 
pass a fraudulent check, the one who gives it and the one who 
receives it. . . Law enforcement officials are continually a- 
mazed at the gullibility of people who are otherwise extremely 
shrewd. They will take a large check from a total stranger, 
forget to ask for any identification, make no note of the per- 
son's appearance and are as innocent as a babe when the of- 
ficials begin asking for information to help catch the culprit.” 

INTERNATIONAL FALLS, MINN., JOURNAL: “We 
have not reached the point of Dickens’ England, when no one 
dared walk the streets of London without bodyguards and 
torchbearers.

KATZENBACH AT STATE 

President Johnson's nomination of Atty. Gen. Nicholas 
deB. Katzenbach as No. 2 man in the State Department is 
likely to produce a further decline in public confidence in the 
administration's handling of foreign policy. 

Mr. Katzenbach was first brought into government by 
Sén. Robert Е. Kennedy, at the time the latter was Attorney 
General. First as assistant to Bobby Kennedy and later as 
Attorney General under the Johnson administration, he bas 
used his powers to ride roughshod over the rights of the states. 
Moreover, Mr. Katzenbach has failed to take any decisive 
action against the communist front groups that have been 
active in opposing the war in Viet Nam. The communists have 
been waging a virtual war on the home front, but Mr. Katzen- 
bach has not attempted to root out the Reds involved in the 
protests or master-minding the demonstrations. 

During this past summer, there also has been a virtual 
war directed at American cities in the Middle West. Terrorist 
groups have been behind many of the outbreaks of arson, loot- 
ing and sniper action. In Cleveland, Ohio, a grand jury sub- 
mitted a report that left-wing insurgents were behind the riots 
in that city. But Mr. Katzenbach dismissed the grand jury 
report. He blamed the riots on general social ills and said the 
community had to do more to help those whom he depicted as 
downtrodden. In short, Mr. Katzenbach sees no evil on the 
city riot front or on the anti Viet Nam demonstfation front. 
Such a man, Americans may legitimately conclude, is unfitted 
to occupy the second-ranking post of the U. S. State Depart- 
ment. 

Can Mr. Katzenbach be trusted to take a hard line a- 
gainst communists in Europe or Asia when he has a record 

of being diffħclined to take a tough stand against communists 
in the cities and protest groups of America? The answer has 
to be in the. negative. 

Indeed the public cannot forget Mr. Katzenbach's long 
and close association with the Kennedys. Sen. Robert F. Ken- 
nedy is a critic of the armed struggle against communism in 
Viet Nam. Every time the U. S. takes a tough action against 
communist North Viet Nam, Sen. Kennedy finds fault with 
American toughness. The U. S. public would be naive indeed 
if it did not conclude that Mr. Katzenbach will be influenced by 
the Kennedy line on international affairs. 

At the same time that Mr. Johnson announced the nomi- 
Ration of Mr. Katzenbach, he disclosed that Prof. Eugene V. 
Rostow, former law dean at Yale University and a veteran 
far-out liberal and advocate of massive foreign aid programs, 

[коша become Undersecretary of State for Political Affairs. 
Prof. Kostow's equally liberal brother, Walt Whitman Rostow, 
Miready serves as chairman of the powerful State Department 
Policy Planning Council. Just why the U. S. needs the services 
of “two Rostows in the State Department has not been ex- 
plained. But the appointment of Prof. Rostow should go far 
to appease the radical elements in the universities who are 
afraid that tbe United States military effort may edge the coun- 
try toward a victory policy. t 


The danger of a political betrayal of America's fighting 
men in Viet Nam cannot be dismissed. Certainly, it was 
shocking to read the latest Johnson administration proposal for 
ending the Viet Nam war, as announced by Ambassador Ar- 
thur J. Goldberg. » 

Mr. Goldberg said that the U. S. stood ready to withdraw 
from South Viet Nam, providing there were assurances that 
North Viet Nam also would withdrawn its forces. Former 
Vice President Richard M. Nixon has termed this proposal 
“dangerously naive." So it is. He said that "nothing could be 
more disastrous." 

The 305,000 Americans fighting in Viet Nam have been 
transported across the Pacific at terrific cost in dollars. They 
have suffered heavily in casualties. It would be a disgrace if 
the net result were an agreement that was worth even less than 
the Korea armistice. While the U. S. would have to withdraw 
its forces thousands of miles, the communists could withdraw 
theirs one day and send them back the next. 

What the Johnson administration propsoal ignores is that 
communism per se is the danger to the United States. Until 
the military power of Red China and North Viet Nam is 
permanently and effectively curbed, Red aggression will re- 
main a terrible threat to the interests of the United States. 
Now is the time to curb this miiltary power of the com- 
munists, while U. S. forces are in the field. But the State De- 
partment still will not face up to the realities. It is impossible 
to believe that Mr. Katzenbach's influence in the State De- 
partment would produce a stronger posture against Red im- 
perialism.

Last Feb. 22 the National 
Council of Churches in St. 
Louis adopted a far left pro- 
gram by calling for admission 
of Red China to the United 
Nations and the granting of 
U. S. diplomatic recognition of 
the Peking regime. For this 
proposal the National -Coun- 
cil of Churches was given the 
proverbial Black Eye, as be- 
ing a far left organization. 

Dr. Daniel Poling, a pro- 
testant minister for 50 years, 
conducted an independent sur- 
vey asking nearly 30,000 Pro- 
testant Ministers about Red 
China.

à purely secular nature, but 
no one could tell where the 
N. C. C. got its authority. It 
surely didn't come from the 
Lord; too many good Chris- 
tians disagreed with the N. C. 
C. proclamations so it didn't 
come from the congregations 
but did in fact come from a 
very small minority of the na- 
tion's Protestant ministers. At 
least we can view the ЇЧ. C. C. 
in proper respect as an organi- 
zation with a majority name 
and a minority voice. 

I believe that the clergy 
members should do a little 
housekeeping or at least have 
all official policies stated by 
the group that represents the 
majority. 

The minority members are 
entitled to speak their opin- 
ions, However we should hear 
in mind that they are not truly 
representative of the majority.

The Language 
Laboratory 


A language laboratory is a 
room especially equipped with 
electronic devices so that stu- 
dents may bear the foreign 
language, record their own imi- 
tations of what they have 
heard, and play back the spo- 
ken materials. It is equipped 
with a microphone, ear phones, 
several tape recorders, a play 
back machine and facilities for 
channeling in radio programs. 
Buttons and levers constitute 
the control panel from which 
the teacher directs the activi- 
ties of the students. 

Uses of the Language 
Laboratory 

The primary purpose of the 
language lab is to provide op- 
portunity for systematic lis- 
tening and speaking. The їпес- 
hanical equipment may be us- 
ed for:

2. Corrective: work in pro- 
nunciation. 

3. Practice in the use of 
grammatical forms.

4. The tone of the voices 
should be warm and enthusi- 
astic. 

5. Material should be play- 
ed at normal speed. 

6. Material should be play- 
ed in varied order to hold the 
attention of the listener. 

7. The purpose of each ex- 
ercise, should be clear to the 
learner.

City Clerk Mrs. Peggy 
Pugh reported the South Bay 
Commissioners approved а 
$230,280 budget for the new 
fiscal year which begun Octo- 
ber Ist, 

The commissioners also in- 
creased the millage for the 
coming year to 13 over the 
past 8 mills. 

Mayor-Commissioner Maş- 
vin Davis said a raise for 17 
city employees was approved 
and the new budget will in- 
clude money needed for street 
repairs and improvements with 
$10,000 set aside for new 
street and $5,000 for repairs. 

The mayor took a cut in pay 
of $25 now bringing the pay 
for таудг to $75 a month.
